Lawyers for Near Relatives

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Charges that a writ of lunacy against 
Mrs. Sylvania Wade Thomason Hub- 
bard, a wealthy resident of the fash- 
jonable suburban district of Buckhead, 
was founded upon an attempt to in- 
volve and gain possession of her prop- 
erty, were made Monday when the 
writ came up for a hearing in the or- 
dinary’s court. 

Property amounting to $100,000, lo- 
cated on Peachtree road, near Buck- 
head, is hanging in the balance pend- 
ing the conclusion of the suit. The 
deeds to parts of the property, which 
have been sold by Mrs. Hubbard, would 


become void if the petition, which al- 
leges that Mrs. Hubbard has been men- 
tally incompetent. since childhood, 
should be granted. 

Ask Time to Investigate. 

Hamilton Douglas and Eugene R. 
Black, attorneys for Mrs. Hubbard's 
next of kin and the present property 
owners, asked for a continuance of the 
case, to give them an opportunity to 
investigate. 

“If Mrs. Hubbard has been living for 
fifty years and has been incompetent 
from childhood without a guardian, 
surely it will do no harm to continue 
this case a few weeks and let us in- 
vestigate the motives back of it,” said 
Mr. Black. 

Jerome Simmons, attorney for the pe- 
titioner, asking that M. C. Wade, a 
cousin of Mrs. Hubbard’s, be appointed 
her guardian, opposed the postpone- 
ment of the hearing. 

“I want to know who Mr. Simmons 
represents in this action,’’ said Hamil- 
ton Douglas, speaking to the court. 

“That will come out in due time,” 
answered Mr. Simmons. 

Douglas Asks Authority. 

“Here stands the brother of Mrs. 
Hubbard, who has asked me to repre- 
sent himself and his mother, and he 
brings orally his mother's authority to 
the same effect. They are the ‘next of 
kin’ to Mrs. Hubard, and the ones who 
in law should bring the petition for 
lunacy, if it is a bona. fide action. 
Their right of action is certainly prior 
to.that of a cousin. Therefore, I want 
to know what right Mr. Simmons has 
to prosecute this petition against Mrs. 
Hubbard.” 

The proceedings went no further at 
the Monday hearing, Judge Wilkinson 
postponing the case till July 3 to give 
Messrs. Black and Douglas time to in- 
vestigate and prepare their case. An 
affidavit has been made by George H. 
Wade, Mrs. Hubbard’s brother, to the 
effect that Jerome Simmons came to 
his home in Paulding county and told 
him that Mrs. Hubbard was “raving 
mad and not capable of taking care of 
herself,” and on this representation 
alone he was induced to sign the peti- 
tion of lunacy which was afterwards 
filed in the court. 
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NO HOPE FOR STEAMER 
AND HER CREW OF 29 


Norfolk, Va., June 8.—It was.an- 
nounced at the Norfolk navy yard to- 
night that the search for the steamer 
F. J. Luckenbach, which has not been 
heard from since May 15, had practi- 
Cally been abandoned. The cruisers 
Birmingham and Dixie and six torpedo 
boat destroyers, which were intercept- 
ed by wireless on their way up the 
coast from Mexico and ordered to 
search for the steamer, have proceeded 
to their home stations. 

The ships found no trace of the 
missing vessel. A report that the 
Luckenbach was ashore on a reef on 
the Florida coast was investigated and 
found to be without foundation. 

Nothing has been heard here from 
two revenue cutters which were re- 
ported to have joined in the search 
for the missing steamer. The Lucken- 
bach left Tampa for Baltimore on May

While details of the peace plan are 
necessarily withheld until there is a 
final agreement, it is Known that a 
large share in the new provisional gov- 
ernment will be given to the constitu- 
tionalists. 

The plan calls for the establishment 
of a provisional government at the 
head of which shall be a neutral per- 
son, with a cabinet of four persons 
representing the various political in- 
terests of Mexico. This government 
would be brought into power by con- 
stitutional succession when General 
Huerta appoints as minister of foreign 
relations the man agreed upon here for 
the provisional presidency. 

For General Amnesty. e: 

No other internal questions are in-*« 
cluded in the peace plan, as recommen- 
dations and suggestions of a general 
character with reference to agrarian 
and educational reforms are phrased in 
such a way as to constitute advice 
rather than dictation. 

The plan includes provision for gen- 
eral amnesty, the payment of claims, 
the withdrawal of the American forces 
from Vera Cruz, and kindred subjects 
would develop when General. Huerta 
retired and a new provisional gov- 
ernment was installed. 

The new provisional president would 
name his own cabinet, but men vir- 
tually selected here would be chosen 
by him. Constitutionalists would have 
a voice in the formation of this cabi- 
net. as at least two of their party 
would be named. The new government 
would be given formal recognition by 
the United States and thus enabled 
to float loans and rehabilitate Mevxi- 
co's finances. Already there is talk 
of a $100,000,000 loan to cover the 
multitude of obligations arising out of 
four years of almost incessant revolu- 
tion. 

Little work ‘would remain for the 
mediation conference.if the constitu- 
tionalists accepted the principle of the 
plan already under consideration. The 
answer from General Carranza to the 
latest communication of the mediators 
is expected in another 48 hours and 
will have a considerable bearing on

Far-Reaching Effect. 

The far-reaching effect of the deci- 
sion lies in the fact that rates which 
the interstate commerce commission 
ordered indirectly increased to remove 
discrimination were prescribed by the 
Texas state railroad commission. Un- 
der the federal commission’s order the 
only way the railroads may escape 
conflict with the Texds commission is 
to reduce the interstate rates from 
Shreveport to Texas cities, so as to 
put the Louisiana city on a competi- 
tive basis with Texas jobbing centers. 

Should the railroads elect to in- 
crease the Texas rates, as the com- 
merce court had declared they must, 
a new chapter in the novel situation 
would develop. The laws of Texas 
would make the railroads liable to a 
penalty of $10,000 to the state and $500 
to each shipper for each shipment on 
which the low state rates were disre- 
garded.

WILL SOON RETIRE 


Story Current His Resigna- 

tion Has Already Been 
Written—An Anti-Huerta 
Handbill Distributed. 


Vera Cruz, June 8.—The announce- 
ment of the suspension of the pro- 
posed blockade of Tampico was ac- 
companied by the revival here of re- 
ports of Huerta’s early resignation— 
“possibly before Wednesday night.” 
Passengers from the capital seem to be 
convinced that there is truth in them 
and the Vera Cruz afternoon papers 
make a considerable display of the 
news of Huerta’s withdrawal. One of 
the passengers, a close friend of 
Huerta, is authority for the statement 
that the president told him he intend- 
ed to quit office. 

A story is current in the capital that 
President Huerta’s resignation has 
been prepared and deposited in the 
British legation. 

Convinced that President Huerta may 
yet escape them, his opponents have 
circulated in the capital a handbill call- 
ing upon the people to prevent his 
flight from the city. The handbill re- 
cites his alleged crimes and declares 
that justice can be served only by his 
execution.

HUERTA’S BACK-DOWN 
AVERTS NEW CRISIS. 

Washington, June 8. — General 
Huerta’s order today, suspending the 
order to blockade Tampico against the 
delivery of ammunition by the steamer 
Antilla to the constitutionalists, served 
to dispel apprehension over a new 
crisis between the United States and 
the Huerta government which had 
threatened mediation of Mexican af- 
fairs. 

Though Washington officials ex- 
pressed satisfaction over Huerta’s ac- 
tion, it was persistently suggested un- 
officially that the blockade had been 
suspended only conditionally as a re- 
sult of conferences between the South 
American mediators and the Mexican 
and American delegates at Niagara 
Falls. It also was said the Antilla 
might bediverted in her course through 
agreement with officials of the Ward 
line, her owners, and an American cor- 
poration. 

Great Relief Shown. 


President Wilson, Secretary Bryan 
and Secretary Daniels gave evidence 
of great relief over the late develop- 
ments, which, temporarily at least, 
have averted another clash at arms 
From no official source here could con- 
firmation be procured of the reports 
that Huerta had an understanding 
with the mediators or the United States 
Antilla's 
cargo would not be delivered. Mean- 
while nothing has been heard from 
tite Antilla, which is due to arrive off 
Tampico Wednesday morning. 

Secretary Bryan was first inform- 
ed of Huverta’s suspension of the block- 
ade order by Mr. Riano, the Spanish 
minister, early in the day. The. sec- 
retary declined to discuss reports from 
Niagara Falls that General Huerta 
merely had suspended his blockade 
order at the request of the South 
American mediators, pending  settle- 
ment of questions relating to an armis- 
tice. 

The Mexican gunboats Zaragosa and 
Bravo, followed from Puerto Mexico 
by the American cruiser Tacoma and 
gunboat Sacramento, reached Tampico 
early today. The Mexican boats an- 
chored in the Panuco river, some dis- 
tance from Tampico, and Admiral Mayo 
conferred with their commanders. It 
was ‘believed the order suspending the 
blockade had not reached Tampico 
when tne conference was held. Rear 
Admiral Badger cabled the navy de- 
partment late tonight that the Mex!- 
can gunboats left Tampico for Puerto 
Mexico at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 


WHY DICTATOR HUERTA 
SUSPENDED BLOCKADE. 


Mexico City, June 8.—The Mexican 
government today decided to suspend 
the. effects of the blockade of Tampi- 
co which had been ordered. 

This step was taken upon the gov- 
ernment learning that the mediators 
at Niagara Falls were taking some ac- 
tion in regard to the movements of 
the stemer Antilla reported to have 
sailed from an American port with 
arms for the _  constitutionalists and 
also to prevent a setback in the peace 
negotiations. 

It was officially stated that the 
Mexican government in ordering the 
blockade of Tampico had no intention 
of interfering with commercial traf- 
fic. Its intention was only to prevent 
the constitutionalists from receiving 
arms and ammunition. 

Roberto Esteva Ruiz, the Mexican 
foreign minister, made the following 
statement: 

“TI have received information today 
from our delegates at the mediation 
conference that the peace negotiations 
are well advanced and no difficulty 
has been encountered up to the pres- 
ent time. Therefore’ the proposed 
blockade of Tampico has not interfered 
with the negotiations. 

“The Mexican government, upon 
learning that the Mexican delegates 
and the other mediators were taking 
some action in regard to the expedition 
of the steamship Antilla, which was 
reported to have sailed from an Ameri- 
can port with arms for the constitu- 
tionalists, has decided to suspend the 
effects of the Tampico blockade in or- 
der not to embarrass the peace nego- 
tiations. 

“The war office probably tomorrow 
will publish a decree to this effect in 
The Diario Official.”

BRYAN LECTURE TOURS 


MAY BE PUT UNDER BAN 


Bill to Make It Penal for 
United States Official to 
Lecture for Pay. 


June 8.—Secretary Bry- 
cropped up in the 
house again today when Representative 
Britten, of Illinois, republican, intro- 
duced a bill to make a penal offense 
for any cabinet officer, head or clerk 
of a government department to lecture 
for pay, other than actual hotel and 
traveling expenses, and to prohibit sen- 
ators or representatives from lectur- 
ing for pay while-congress is in ses- 
sion. Offenders would be fined $10,000 
or imprisoned for two years or suffer 
both penalties. 

Mr. Britten launched a 
a statement accompanying his bill, in 
which he spared no political party, and 
included Senator La Follette and Rep- 
resentative Murdock. He said: 

“This bill was prepared last Septem- 
ber, but was not introduced when Sec- 
retary Bryan formally declared that 
he would lecture no more during the 
period. The recent announcement from 
Philadelphia that several members of 
congress and the distinguished secre- 
tary of state had signed contracts for 
a period of lectures, beginning July 1, 
is responsible for my bill. 

“Tam ataloss to understand how the 
secretary can conscientiously leave his 
office when a state of war practically 
exists between this country and Mex- 
ico and the foreign policy of our gov- 
ernment is being laughed at by every 
civilized nation on earth. This cer- 
tainly is no time for Mr. Bryan to be 
hiking around the country doing one- 
night stands with Tyrolean yodlers, 
contortionists and sleight-of-hand art- 
ists, and I am equally opposed to mem- 
bers of congress doing this sort of 
thing when congress is in session. 

“The Philadelphia announcement de- 
clared that Secretary Bryan, Senator 
La Follette and Congressman Murdock 
has signed contracts for lectures, be- 
ginning July 1. Speaker Clark last 
year cancelled contracts at a loss to 
him of $10,000 on account of his aver- 
sion to being away from congress. I 
purpose to ask the house judiciary 
committee for a hearing with a view 
to some action along this line.” 

Secretary Brvan announced 
time ago that all his lecture engage- 
ments. for the coming summer were 
contingent upon the state of foreign 
affairs and whether he could be absent 
from Washington.

DEFINITION (5 GIVEN 
OF AMATEUR ATHLETE 


Ruling Is Made by a Commit- 
tee of International Ama- 
teur Federation. 


Lyons, France, June 8.—The défini- 
tion of an amateur, agreed upon today 
by a committee of the International 
Amateur Athletic Federation, embraces 
the following rules: 

1. An amateur is one who competes 
only for the love of sport. 

2. Competing for money or any 
other pecuniary reward in any athletic 
sport makes the competitor a profes- 
sional in all sports considered as ath- 
letic sports. 

3. In the event of an amateur com- 

eting with or against a professional 
* any sport not for money and other 
pecuniary rewards then the member of 
the federation to which the athlete be- 
. longs shall be the judge of such com- 
petitors’ status according to its own 
rules, and its certificates as to the 
competitor’s status shall be accepted 
by all other members of the federation. 

4. In track and field athletic sports 
any one who knowingly competes with 
or against a professional thereby ceas- 
es to be an amateur. 

5. One who teaches, trains or coach- 
es in any sport for money or other pe- 
cuniary consideration is a professional, 
except, however, that so far as com- 
petition in his own country and there 
only is concerned an employee or rep-~- 
resentative of the state or a school or 
other educational institution, who 
teaches, trains or coaches as an inci- 
dent to his main vocation or employ- 
ment, may or may not be a profes- 
sional, as the member of the federation 
of the country of such a person shall 

ide. 

ge regulations are set down as 
an interpretation of the fundamental 
rules, on tho violation of which an 
athlete ceases to be an amateur. They 
prohibit an amateur from making any 
wager in connection with the competi- 
tion in which he is to participate, pro- 
hibit him from accepting certain kinds 
of prizes, or selling, pawning or giving 
away his prizes, and provide for the 
manner in which he is to receive ex- 
penses.

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“GOOD TRUSTS” WARNED 


Ousting of Harvester Company 
From Missouri Is Sus- 
tained. . 


Washington, June 8.—Missouri’s anti- 
trust laws, attacked as unconstitution- 
al because they exempt labor combina- 
tions, were upheld today by the su- 
preme court. At the same time the 
Kentucky anti-trust statutes were an- 
nulled because of the endeavor of the 
commonwealth to exempt tobacco 
pools from their operation. As a result 
of the decision the judgment of the 
Missouri supreme court ousting from 
the state and fining the International 
Harvester Company of America $25,000 
for being a member of a “trust” was 
affirmed while the action of various 
Kentucky counties for penaftties 
against the same company for being 
a member of a “trust” was reversed. 

The decisions do not affect the action 
of the federal government against the 
International Harvester company under 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

Warning to “Good Trusts.” 

The language of Justice McKenna in 
delivering the Missouri opinion in re- 
gard to trusts with “good intentions 
was regarded, in some quarters, as a 
warning to organizations self-styles as 
“eood trusts,” but on the other hand 
lawyers representing corporate inter- 
ests welcomed the Kentucky opinion 
by Justice Holmes as showing the law 
had no favorites. 

Justice McKenna said that it was too 
late to assert that a state could not 
prohibit combinations induced by good 
intentions and which had had some 
good effect. This was his answer to 
the argument by the Harvester com- 
pany that it had reduced the prices of 
machinery to farmers. 

The justice considered at length the 
contention that a state could not classi- 
fy restraints so as to apply to those 
who sell articles and not to those who 
are engaged in labor pursuits or pur- 
chase articles. Such a lack of classi- 
fication, he said, would lead the states 
to sorry straits. 

“Under the principle as contended 
for,” said Justice McKenna, “the com- 
bination of all the greatest industrial 
enterprises (and why. not railroads as 


well) could not be condemned unless 
the law applied as well to the com- 
bination of maid servants or to infants’ 
nurses, whose humble functions pre- 
clude effective combinations.” 

When Classification is Proper. 

He added that classification was 
proper so long as the classification 
was made with regard for the evil to 
be cured. 

The court condemned the Kentucky 
statutes because those laws made i- 
unlawful to enhance or depress prices 


' of commodities above or below the real 


market -"ralue. The court held that it 
was beyond human ingenuity to de- 
termine what the real market value 
of commodity was and hence the law 
was beyond the power of a state to 
enact. 

“Tf business is to go on,” he conclud- 
ed, “men must unite to do it, and must 
sell their wares. To compel them to 
guess, on peril of indictment, what the 
community would have given for their 
wares if the continually changing con- 
ditions were other than they are, to 
divine prophetically what the reaction 
of only partially determined facts 
would be upon the imagination and de- 
sires of purchasers, is to exact gifts 
that mankind does not possess.”

Macon, Ga., June 8.—(Special.)—Nick 
Wilburn, the Jones county youth sen- 
tenced to hang next Friday unless Gov- 
ernor Slaton commutes his sentence, 
has been removed from the Bibb coun- 
ty jail and taken to Gray, in Jones 
county, by Sheriff Etheridge, of that 
county.

“CERTIFIED BABIES.” 


The latest novelty introduced by Chi- 
cago is “certified babies.” The announce: 


ment comes through the morals court of 


Judge Goodnow, which recently advertised 
for adoption a number of orphan babies 
passed on as physically perfect by the mu- 
nicipal psychopathic laboratory. 

As soon as the announcement was made 
a rush ensued, and in a short time all the 
“certified babies’ were taken and others 
were in demand. The testimony goes that 
had there been twice or thrice the number, 
the exigencies of. demand would have ab- 
sorbed them as quickly. 

Persons expecting to adopt babies do 
not, of course, desire to take over puny or 
sickly specimens. Once they decide they 
need an infant in their home, they go about 
the matter carefully. The baby with a flaw 
is apt to be rejected. 

There is a conspicuous moral in the story 
from Chicago, and it is to the effect that 
the healthier the baby is when he or she 
arrives in this world, the better it is going 
to make not only for longevity, but as well 
for sheer popularity. Of course, with a 
person's own child, the matter is different. 
Even though a son or a daughter come intc 
the world crippled or blind, the call of the 
blood is irresistible, and father and mother 
are likely to care more rather than less 
for the defective child. 

But as men and women become more 
samiliar with the laws of heredity, and by 
this we do not mean the absurdities of 
eugenics, they -are apt to produce healthier 
children. The “certified baby” should, orig- 
‘inally, become the rule rather than the ex- 
ception. And parents will find out that the 


best way to beget healthy children is to be 


healthy themselves. It is axiomatic that a 
diseased plant cannot bring forth souad 
fruit.

William J. Harris has the following to 
say in regard to the criticism of his work 
as director of the census by D. W. Blair. of 
Marietta: 

“I have just read in your paper that Hon. 
D. W. Blair, of Marietta, had written Hon. 
Thomas J. Heflin, congressman from Ala- 
bama, a letter criticising him because his 
Speech, on the floor of the house, concerning 
my work as census director, is being sent 
to Georgia and to the south. Mr. Blair is 
the attorney for the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, which owns the N., C. & St. L.. 
railroad, the lessee of our state road. Mr. 
Blair expected to make the race for state 
senator this year, and might have been elect- 
ed, but when my first card was written call- 
ing attention to the fact that the L. & N 
railroad, of which he is the attorney. had

“Mr. Heflin stated on the floor of

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SAVANNAH MAY BE THROWN 
INTO THROES OF HOT CAMPAIGN 

Savannah, Ga., June 8.—(Special.)—<Ac- 
customed as Savannah people are to lively 
factional political campaigns, the conserva- 
tive voters are becoming apprehensive about 
the fight that is just ahead for municipal 
offices. 

Although the election is months off, the 
element that is opposed to the administra- 
tion of Mayor Davant were very active dur- 
ing this week and gave unmistakable indi- 
cations of restiveness.

the big undertaking. 

At any rate, the drainage fuss is sure to 
be the principal issue in the campaign. Both 
sides are getting ready for. the fray. The 
Cracker club, which boasts a membership of 
more than 1,500 voters, held its:annual meet- 
ing Thursday night and re-elected W. R. 
Hewlett president. He was opposed by 
Captain Stephen N. Harris, who is out of 
harmony with Mayor Davant and his poli- 
cies, although he was one of the Davant 
leaders two years ago. 

The re-election of Mr. Hewlett is under- 
stood to mean that the mayor will again 
have the support of the Cracker element, 
which is very strong in Savannah. The 
other side is organizing and grooming in- 
fluential men for its candidate.

IN THE COAL MINES | 


Washington, June 8.—Men killed in 
and about coal mines in the United 
States during April numbered 346, as 
compared with 285 in April, 1913, ac- 
cording, to bureau of mine statistics 
announced: today. The large increase 
this April was due te an explosion at 
Eccles, W. Va., which resulted in the 
death of 180 men. 

For the four months ding with 
April, this year’s total as 917 men 
killed, compared with 918- men killed 
last year; during the first four months. 
The principal increases were: Explo- 
sions of gas and coal dust, 91; falling 
down shafts or slopes,-11. The princt- 
pal decreases were: Falls of roof and 
coal, 79: mine cars and locomotives, 27. 

During 1913 there were 2,755 men 
killed in and about mines in the coun- 
try. This was at the raie uf 3.82 per 
one thousand of men employed and 
488 per one million short t*ns v! coal 
mined, or a producticn of 204 688 shert 
tons of coal for every life lost.

“It is bgtter some- 
times to have deserved success and 
have failed, than to have won by doubt- 
ful methods. Build a reputation for 
honesty and industry. Keep your name 
and all the associations of your career 
sO free from blemish that when you 
are in a close dispute before a jury 
tne jurors will say to themselves: ‘Well 
that lawyer's straight, and I know 
what he says must be all right.’ 

“Always be prepared, too, before you 
go into court on a case. Don’t stop 
with inadequate preparation or try to 
twist the law which you have found 
to make it fit your case.

Be honest—first with yourselves and 
then with the public.” 

Judge Russell then took up the ques- 
tion of charging fees and advised the 
young lawyers not to be stingy toward 
their own ability, but charge their 
clients good stiff fees when they felt 
that their efforts were worth it. 

“Take a case for nothing and serve 
an unfortunate client merely for the 
sake of justice, before you accept a 
few dollars for work that is worth 
$25 or $50. That is one of the noblest 
privileges of your profession—the op- 
portunity to serve the oppressed, the 
right of defending the weak against 
the strong. Law as a profession is 
the most democratic on earth. Give 
a man influence, family and money, 
and if he hasn’t got the right stuff in 
him he won’t amount. to anything, nor 
reach any eminence. But the poorest 
boy in the school, by following meth- 
ods of industry, integrity and deter- 
mination, may rise to the very top. 
Keep your heart filled with love for 
all mankind, sympathy for the oppress- 
ed, and a clear understanding of truth 
ae keep your eyes always on the 
goal. 


ANTI-SCRIP STATUTE 
SUSTAINED BY COURT

Under the contract, the builder of the 
plant has agreed to send a man to At- 
lanta to put up the plant. We are 
waiting for the man from the factory 
to put up the plant, and expect that the 
task will be completed before the end 
of the week. 
Delayed by Some Merchants. 

“In the meantime, while waiting to 
pave the street, we have undertaken 
to get the sidewalks ready, so that 
when the pavement is laid we can 
throw the whole street open to traf- 
fic. But we have been delayed on the 
sidewalks by some of the same mer- 
chants who are now protesting to 
council over the delay in the pave- 
ment. We could not finish the side- 
Walks because they had not made the 


, Proper adjustments of their buildings, 
| which they have not done as promptly 


as they might.” 

The protest referred to by Chief 
the tenants and property owners and 
was referred to the city council. The 
communication was not read at the 
meeting of the general council Monday 
afternoon, but will be presented at the 
next regular meeting one week from 
the present date. 

In the meantime, Whitehall street 
merchants are lodging their complaints 
with individual members of council, 
and claims for damages against the 
city are piling up as the reswlt of 
alleged damage to business caused by 
the delay, and also for damages caused 
by the regrading and the adjustments 
made necessary by reason of the low- 
ering of the sidewalks. 

Knott Makes Protest. 

George E. Knott, of the Knott-Car- 
michael Furniture company, has en- 
tered a protest upon the city’s laying 
a part of the blame for the delay in 
the Whitehall street work upon the 
merchants themselves. 

“The merchants of this street,” says 
Mr. Knott. “have not been trying to 
delay the work. If there were one 
or two merchants or property own- 
ers who had not yet placed their prop- 
erty in shape for the laying of the 
pavement, it is the fault of no one but 
the city. The city had authority to 
see to it that these men made their 
property ready for-the improvement. 
If the city granted these men special 
privileges in this respect, it was very 
damaging discrimination against the 
overwhelming majority of merchants 
whose business was being damaged by 
the delay. 

“As for delaying the work in order 
that the city might save $15 per ton, 
or such a matter, on asphalt, such a 
sum sinks into pitiful insignificance 
beside the enormous loss that the mer- 
chants have sustained. This sort of 
economy would make the angels 
weep.

Shot Dead in the Same Lo-1 
cality. 


Columbus, Ga. June 8.—(Special.)— 
When the dead body of a young man 
who was identified tonight as Frank 
Allen was found in Springer’s woods, 
just east of the city, this afternoon, 
another was added to the series of 
murder mysteries which have so puz- 


zled city and county officials and ex- 
cited the people of Columbus during 
the past two weeks. A young man 
and a young lady, taking a late after- 
noon stroll along a woodland path a 
short distance south of Wildwood 
park, came upon the body lying stiff 
and bloody in the path. 

At 4 o'clock persons in that vicinity 
had heard three pistol shots in the 
woods. There were three bullet holes 
in Allen’s head. He was shot squarely 
through the forehad and also in both 
temples. As in the case of Roy Palmer, 
who was murdered Saturday night, his 
pockets were pulled out and his body 
had evidently been searched for 
valuables. | 

Allen was an electrician and was 
formerly employed by a firm in the 
city. The young man has been living 
out in the country recently. It is not 
understood why he should have been in 
the woods at that hour and the identity 
of his murderer is also a mystery. 

Allen was summoned as a witness in 
the inquest over/Roy Palmer’s body 


and it is regarded as a strange coinci- 
dence that he himself should be the 
next victim in the murder series. 

The scene of his death is about a 
half mile from where Palmer was 
murdered. The body was first thought 
to be that of Pasqual Alexander, a 
young man who was arrested Sunday 
as a suspect in the Palmer case, and 
who was subsequently released. To- 
night, however, the dead man was 
positively identified as Frank Allen. 


RAILROAD FOREMEN 


ON INSPECTION TRE 


Unique Contest Staged by the 
Georgia and Atlanta and 
West Point Railways. 


The combined section men, or “jer- 
ries,” of the Atlanta and West Point 
and the Georgia roads arrived in At- 
lanta late Monday afternoon on a spe- 
cial train en route on a tour of inspec- 
tion of the two roads. 

There are about ninety .“jerries’” in 
the party. They left Montgomery 
Monday morning at 4 o'clock. The “jer- 
ries’ are traveling in great style, their 
special consisting of Pullmans, diners 
and parlor cars, even as might be used 
by the presidents of their roads. For 
the inspection a unique “observation 
car” has been rigged up. This con- 
sists of a coal car with elevated seats 
Placed under a canopy. 

The special train makes stops at all 
bridges, rough-riding places in the 
road and many of the switches. 

It is the most rigid inspection the 
roads have ever had, perhaps, because 
prizes are being offered to the foremen 
whose sections are found in the best 
shape.
